Japan has no doubt | 


been offered.the moon b3. 
Germany if only she will 
m@ come in and embarrass 
the Allies. What has hap- 
‘pened in Indo-China is 
either a proof of German 
duplicity or of Japan’s re- 
fusal to deal with Ger- 
many on her terms. 

‘'The Governor-General 
of Indo-China was remov- 
ed from his post because 
he was not in sympathy 
with the Vichy Govern- 
ment and was replaced 
by Monsieur de Coux who 
was. Obviously this met 
with the approval of Hit- 
ler who said in the armis- 
tice terms that France 
would be allowed to retain 
naval forces for the de- 
fence of her colonies. Ger- 
many: having conquered 
France naturally claims 
the right to dispose of her 
colonies. 

The peace terms may 
‘be very different from the 
armistice terms,’ but for 
the time being French co- 
lonies were to be adminis- 
tered and protected by 
French forces.

Some prople say Hue deserves 
to be classed ‘ag“one of the thre 
wonders of Indo-China — the 
other-two being Angkor and the 
Baie d’Along. But ‘wonder’ seems 
too strong and active a word for 
a place as’ subtle and lazy as 
Hug. It is like a mild wine that 
rever intoxicates and never quite 
heats the blood, but gives you an 
entirely complacent feeling. 

For nearly 150 years the pre- 
sent dynasty of Annamite emper- 
ors have held their picturesque 
and elaborate court in the town 
of Hue. Here, with their poker- 
faced mandarins about them, 
they have .been settling the af- 
fairs of some 20,000,000 subjects 


who consider themselves lucky if]* 


they possess one garment ‘and rich 
if the garment is without patches. 

It takes about six square miles 
to house the Emperor, his minis~ 
ters and court functionaries, and 
this doesn’t allow, for the royal 
elephants who have been stabled 
elsewhere. 

This is not entirely duc, a pa-

River Of Perfumes 


The River of Perfumes. flows 

through the centre of Hue. And 
in some bewitched fashion it is 
not muddy, or fouled, or smell- 
ing of dead fish. -It is just what 
its name implies, a gentle blue 
stream bringing with it the iden- 
tified scent of verbena of frangi- 
pani, and of jasmine. Mingled 
with these is the languorous per- 
fume of millions of unseen, uni- 
dentified blossoms. ; 
The palace opens back from the 
river through a series of porce- 
lain arches and tiered gates. Each 
is covered wi.h a jewellcd mosaic 
of softly coloured glass and china. 
They are like necklaces of rubies 
and acquamarines magnified into 
life-size, and are very satisfying. 
They are not gaudy, for they 
have none. of the bold purple of 
the bougainvillea and the wan- 
ton scarlet: of the flamboyant 
blossoms near by. .

Unknown to each other the 
Srothers had beer working [lke 
heroes with only a few yards 
between them, getting the. tired 
treeps aboard their ships.
